Goebel came up from the 
bombing compartment, his face 
blackened with smoke, carrying 
the shreds of his parachute. 
Another parachute In the fusel- 
aye wos on fire. It was no 
good giving the order to bale 
out, with at least two of

With frozen fingers that were 
already belng attacked by 
frost-blte, Denton set a rough 
course that would take them 
back towards friendly territory 
—if the aircraft kept going. 


Drowned 


Goebel went back to see how 
the rest of the crew were far- 
ing. He found Kneebone still 
at his seat. All his maps and 
charts had been sucked out of 
the alreraft, buthe was working 
out a fresh course for Holland 
that would take them clear of 
the flak batteries of the bigger 
German towns. Hartshorn, the 
flight engineer, was with him, 

The wireless operator's scat 
immediately behind. Kneebone 
was empty and there was no 
sign of Thompson. Goebel as- 
sumed that he had gone aft. 

Gobel went forward again to 
report to Denton. The rush of 
alr was so great that he had to 
hold on with both hands to 
avoid belng blown off his feet. 
He bent down to shout into 
Denton's car, but the roar of 
threé motors at full power 
drowned all other sound. 

With the aircraft still trim- 
med tall-heavy for the bombing 
run and with no means of 
righting it; Denton sat rigidly 
with his shoulders — braced 
against the backrest of his seat, 
pushing forward on the control 
column with all his strength to 
control the nose-up tendency 
and prevent the alreraft from 
stalling.

Staggered 


Denton’ hit his head against 
the control column as they land- 
ed, but managed to climb clear. 
He then saw for the ‘first time 
the damage to the fuselage All 
the other crew members were 
able to stagger out, including 
Potts, who had recovered con- 
sclousness, 

Thompsen was the first man 
Denton | saw. So pitlable was 
hls condition that Denton didn’t 
recognise him. His hands and 
face were blackened and hls 
clothes were in shreds. But 
Thompson had no thought for 
his own trijuries and ~vas calling 
for help for Potts .nd Price. 
He called cheerily to Denton: 
“Good landing, skipper!” 

Goebel . went off to gct help 
while Denten, Kneebone and 
Hartshorn made for o nearby 
cottage, taking the injured men 
with them. It was obvious that 
Potts and Thompson were in 
bad shape, and Denton gave 


them both aninjection of mor-
